The Strugrsrles of a Oreat Railroad 
to Get Into New York. 


TBBKTON, N. J., Jan. 30.—The ripar- 
ian rights committee of the house of rep- 
resentatives repor'^ed back a substitute 
for the joint resolution asking congress 
not to authorize the building of a bridge 
across the Arthur Kill by the Baltimore 
and Ohio road, by means of which it is 
proposed that that road shall secure en- 
trance to New York harbor. 
As subse- 
quently amended, this substituta holds 
that the right to permit the construction 
of the bridge rests exclusively with the 
states of New Jersey and New York; 
that the government cat» not, in advance 
of its construction, designate it as a mail 
route, and that it can only prescribe refç- 
ulations as to how the structure shall be 
built, as it is intended to span navigable 
water. 
The resolution was finally pass- 
ed by a vote of 42 to 15.

Stormy OpeniDg of tbe RepaMican Mass 


Meeting in tbe Goart 


Room. 


Some months ago Hon. John O. New 
and lesser republican lights came here 
"to make peace between the warring re- 
publican factions " as Captain Iddings 
put it. 
A love feast was held at Rath- 
bone hall and a feeling of brotherly af- 
fiction seized the local republican lead- 
ers and their followers. 


Thus ran the course of their true love 
until this morning, when, in accordance 
with the call of Chairman New, the re- 
publicans met in mass convention ia the 
circuit court room. 
Similar meetings 
were held in every county in the state 
and they were to exchange greetings for 
prospective success. 


At 10 o'clock, the time for the meeting, 
there was but a half dozen people in the 
court room, but at 11 there was a suffi- 
cient number of gentlemen present to 
warrant Mr. A. A, Purman, in the 
absence of .Chairman 
Scott 
Swann, 
to call the meeting to order. On motion 
of F. H. Barnard, Col. R. S. Robertson 
was chosen chairman and Hon. T. P. 
Keator, editor of the Oazette, secretary. 
The call of the m:I8S meeting was read 
and related that there shall be elect- 
ed one delegate for each voting pre- 
cinct in the county, and one alternate 
who shall be delegates and alternates to 
the district convention and there shall 
be elected the republican county cen- 
tral committee. 
The county central 
committee will meet Saturday, Febru- 
ary 13, to elect the customary officers 
and take charge of the campaign of 1886. 


The Twelfth district delegates will 
meet here February 11, to select a state 
committeeman, and state central com- 
mitteemen, so chosen, will meet at the 
Denison house, in Indianapolis, Feb- 
ruary 25, to elect the proper officers and 
organize the new state committee. 


A call of the townships and wards fol- 
fowed. 
There were scarcely any repre- 
sentatives from the country precincts, 
and the call of the different townships 
met with but an occasional response, the 
omissions falling like a dull thud on the 
convention. 


The city was represented, however, 
and the sachems were present in their 
fiercest armor. 
When the Fourth ward 
was called Mr. A. A. Purman responded 
for his precinct. 
Mr, Frank Alderman 
jumped up and objected to Mr. Purman 
representing his ward, adding: "He is 
the paid attorney of the chairman of the 
democratic central committee and ha« 
been going around securing the names 
of republicans in favor of his confirma- 
tion as postmaster." 


This was like a cloud burst from a 
clear sky and Mr. Purman, with flushed 
face and a tremulous voice, denied the 
Accusation and said, "if Mr. Alderman 
so charged, he was a liar." 


Mr. Alderman was now fierce and re- 
torted: "If Purman said he was not such 
an attorney he lies," and further that 
'Mr. Purman was an infernal liar." 
Mr. Purman responded that Alderman 


was a " G 
d d — d liar," and then 


Alderman leaped up and dared Purman 
out in the hallway where " I can give 
yon an infemid potmding." 


All this time Colonel ^Robertson was 
wielding the gavel and iu his attempt to 
xeatore order nearly splintered the judi- 
cial desk. 
Mr. Alderman appealed to 
the house to have Mr. Purman ruled 
oat, but the chairman was sileu^ and 
Ald«naaMi grabbed 
h^t saving: "If. 


the mugwumps are going to run this 
convention I will quit," and he proceed- 
ed into the hallway by issuing Mr. Pur- 
man another invitation to come out and 
be pulverized. 


The convention convened at 1 o'clock 


with an increased attendance and more 
amicable feeling. Mr. Purman was there 
prominent in the councils. 
He said: 
"Alderman wanted to give me the worst 
of it, but the convention snubbed him." 
Mr. Purman says he will continue to be 
about and does not apprehend an attack 
from Mr. Alderman. 


The work of selecting delegates to the 
congressional convention proceeded and 
then the roll was called for members of 
the republican county central commit- 
tee. 


After the delegates to the Twelfth con- 
gressional convention were chosen and 
the republican county central committee 
named, the question of selecting a county 
chairman met with some opposition, but 
it was decided to have one and the names 
of Will Wilson, Capt. James Harper, H. 
C. Hanna and 0 . A. Simons were men- 
tioned. 
Mr. Hanna declined and Mr. 
Simons was not present. 
The vote re- 
sulted: Wilson, 63; Hanna, 14; Harper, 
28, and Simons, 12. 
Mr. Wilson then 
thanked his friends very neatly and 
promised if the party did not win it 
would be no fault of his. 
Mr. Wilson is 
a son of George H. Wilson, and quite a 
popular young man, whom it will be a 
pleasure to meet in politic».

CANAniAN 
PACIFIC 
RAILWAY. 


The line commencing, say at Montreal, 
and running westward to Port Arthur, 
Winnipeg, Regina, Calgary, and through 
the mountains to Port Moody on the 
Pacific is, as nearly as can now be as- 
certained, owing to some tmcompleted 
sections in the Bookies, 
2,985 miles 
long. 
Of this distance the first 300 
miles west of Montreal pass through a 
fairly good territory, much of wliich is 
now productive of excellent timber, and 
will, with some diificulty, be ultimately 
brought under successful cultivation. 
The next 750 miles are located through 
an absolutely worthless 
wilderness, 
where there is no soil, and only here 
and there clumps of poor timber, and 
nothing from which' any sort of local 
traffic can be derived. 
The prairie 
section is about 1,000 miles long, and 
skirts on its southern border that vast 
fertile region lying on the north side of 
the Avater shed, which comprises over 
400,000 square miles of excellent bread- 
and-meat-producing lands. 
The re- 
maining 900 miles include the mountain 
section, and extend to the Pacific. 
Of 
the latter distance 500 miles run through 
a barren region, and the remaining 400 
are productive only of timber with oc- 
casional stretches of agricultural lands.

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The subject of Dr. Talmage's third sermon 
on "The Marriage Ring" was "Clandestine 
Marriages and Escapades," and the text Prov- 
orbs ix., 17 and 18: 
"Stolen waters are sweet, 
and bread taken in secret is pleasant. Uut he 
knoweth not that the dead are there." The 
preacher said: 


The garden of Eden was a great orchard of 
fruit-bearing trees, bushels and bushels of 
round, ripe, glorioue fruit, but the horticul- 
turist and his wife having it in charge hankered 
for one special tree simply because it was for- 
bidden, starting a bad streak in human nature, 
so that children will now sometimes do some- 
thing simply because they are forbidden to do 
it 
This kink in the human race is not easily 
unsnarled. 
Tell a company that 
they may 
look into any twenty rooms of a large house 
except one, and their chief desire is to see that 
one, though all the others were a picture-gal- 
lery and that a garret. If there were in a re- 
gion of a mineral springs twenty fountains, but 
the proprietor had fenced in one well against 
the public, the one fenced in would be the chief 
temptation to the visitors, and they would 
rather taste of that than the other nineteen. 
Solomon recognized this principl! in the text, 
and also the disasters that follow forbidden 
conduct, when he said:

Yonder comes up through the narrows of New 
York Habor a ship having all the evidence of 
a tempeHtuous passage-rsalt-water mark reach- 
ing to the top of the smokestack; mainmast, 
foremast, mizzenmast twisted off; bulwarks 
knocked in; lifeboats off the davit; jibsheeta 
and leebowlines missing; captain's bridge de- 
molished; main shaft broken; all the pumps 
working to keep from sinking before they can 
get to wharfage. 
That ship is the institution 
of Christian marriage, launched by the Lord 
graiKlly from the banks of the Euphrates, 
and floating ont on the seas for the admiration 
and happines.s of all nations. 
But freeloveism 
struck it from one side and Mormonism struck 
it from another side, and hurricanes of liber- 
tinism liave struck it on all sides, until the old 
ship needs rei)iur8 
every plank and beam 
and sail and bolt and clasp and transom and 
stanchion. 


In other words, the notions of modem so- 
ciety must be reconstructed on the 8u\)ject of 
the marriage institn Hon. And when we have 
got it back 81 )nic whore near what it was when 
God built it in I'arudiBe, thi' earth will be far on 
towai'd rcnuiiiption of paradisaical conditions. 
Do yon ank wluit is t'l.,- n(i(i'l of a course of ser- 
mons on tliis snl)jtTt:' 'i"li<; miin or woman who 
askfs tills (jurstion is oithur ignorant or guiltj-. 
In New Enj,'land, which has been considered by 
many the most moral part of the United States, 
there are 2,(>0<) div<.)rc<?8 per year. 
And in 
Massai-hnsetts, tlio headquarters of steady 
habits, there is one divorce to every fourteen 
marriages. 
The State of Maine, considered by 
many almost frigid in proprieties, has in one 
year 478 divorces. In Vermont swapping wives 
is not a rare transaction. 
In Connecticut there 
are women who boast that they have four or 
five times 
been 
divorcod 
Moreover, oxir 
boasted Pro estantisni is, on this subject, more 
lax than R: >man Catholicism. 
Roman Catholi- 
cism admit« of no divorce except the reasoK 
that Christ admitted as a lawful reason. But 
Protestantism 
is admitting 
anything and 
everything, and the larger the proportion of 
Protestants in any part of the country, the 
larger the ratio of divorce. Do you not, then, 
think that Protestantism nee is some 
toning 
up on this subject? 


Aye, when you reahze that the sacrod and 
divine institution is bemg caricature 1 and do- 
famed by clandestine marriages and escapades 
all over the land, does there not seem, a call 
for such discussion y 
Hardly a morning or 
evening paper «»mes into your 
possession 
without reporting tliem, and there are fifty of 
these occurrences where one is reported, be- 
cause it is the interest of all parties to hush 
them up. 
The victims are, at all hours of the 
night, climbing «iown ladders or crossing over 
from State to Ktate,'that they may reach 
laws 
of 
greater 
laxity, 
holding 
recepticms six 
months after marriage to let the public know 
for the first time that a half-year before they 
were united in wedlock. 
Ministers of religion, 
and jus^tices of the peace, and may<ir8 of cities 
willingly joining in marriage runaways from 
other States and neighborhoods; the coach-box 
and the back seat of the princely landau in 
flirtation; 
telegrams flashing across the coun- 
try for the arrest of absconded 
school-misses 
who started off with an armful of books, and 
taking rail trains to meet their affianced. In 
the snow-drifts of the great storm that has re- 
cently passed over the country some of them, 
I read, have perished; thousands of people in 
a mai riage whose banns have never been pub- 
lished; precipitated conjugality; bigamy tri- 
umphant ; marriage a joke; society blotched all 
over with a putrefaction on this 
subject, 
which no one but the Almighty God can arrest. 


We admit that clandestinity and escapade are 
Bometimes autliorizod and ma<lo right by 
par<-rital tyranny or doineBtic serfdom. 
There 
have been excGiitional cases where parents 
liavo had a mouomania in regard to their sons 
and daughtert^, demanding their celibacy or 
forbidditig relations every way 
right 
Through 
absurd family ambition parents have Bome- 
times demanded qualitications and equipment 
of fortuiie unreasonable to expect or simply 
impossible. 
Children are not expec^ted to 
marry to please their parents, but to please 
themselvtiH. 
Given good morals, means of a 
livelihood, appropriate age and quality of 
social i>osition, and no parent lias a right to 
prolubit a union that seems deliberate and a 
matter of the heart. 


Rev. Philip Henry, eminent for piety and 
good sense, used to say to his children: 
"Please God and please yourselves, and you 
shall never displease me." 


During our civil war a marriage was about 
to be celebrated at Charleston, South Carolina, 
between Lieut, de Rochelle and Miss Anna, 
tlie daughter of ex-Govemor Pickens. 
As the 
ceremony was about to be solemnized a shell 
broke through the roof and wounded nine of 
the guests, and the bride fell dying, and, 
wrapped in her white wedding robe, her be- 
trothed kneeling at her side, in two hours 
dhe expired. And tliere has been many as 
briglit a union of heayts as that proposed that 
the bomb-shell of outrageous parental in- 
ttignation has wounded and scattered and 
slain. 


If the hand offered in mapriage be blotched 
of intemperance, if tiie Mfe of tiie marital can- 
didate has J)een debauched, if lie has'no visible 
means of sapport, and poverty an^' abaodon-^ 
meut seem only a little way ahead, if-the twain 
seem entirely unmatched in dis^ition, 
pro« 
teet -and forUd and reinforoe w a n c^inioa fcgr 
'lit iJHaa iiiT »iii ill ^illiT iiliilfaiai" III 


tte m e f i Imt do not^join that company of par- 
ent! ivho- have mined their cblTdren by a 
pIatoora<7 of domestic crankiness, which has 
canned more than one elopement I know of a 
few cases where marriage has been nnder the 
red'hot anathema of parents, and all the 
neighbors, but Ood approved, and the homes 
established have been beantifnl and positively 
Edenia 


But while we have admitted there are real 
cases of justifiable rebellion, in ninety-nine 
cases out of lOO—yi^ in 999 cases out of 1,000 
—these unlicensed departures and decamp- 
ments by moonlight are ruin, temporal and 
oteinaL It is safer for a woman to jump off 
the docks of the East River and depend on be- 
ing able to swim to the other shore or get 
picked up by a ferry-boat 
The possibilities 
are that she may be rescued, but the proba- 
bility is that she will n o t Read the story of 
the escapades in tlie newspapers for the .last 
ten years, and find me a half dozen that do'not 
mean poverty, 
disgrace, and abandonment, 
police court, divorces, deatli, andhelL 
"Stolen 
waters are sweet, and bread eaten in secret is 
pleasant But he knoweth not that the dead are 
there." 
Satan presides over the escapade. He 
introduce« the two parties to each other. Ho 
gets them to pletlge their troth. 
He appointe 
where they shall meet 
He shows them where 
they can find officiating minister or squire. 
He points out to them the ticket office for the 
rail train. He puts them aboard, and when they 
are going at forty miles an hour, he jumps off 
and leaves them in the lurch; for, while Satan 
h a ^ a genius in getting people into trouble, he 
has no genius for getting people o u t He m- 
duced Jonah to take ship for Tarshish, when 
God told him to go to Nineveh, but provided 
for the recreant prophet no better landing 
place than the middle of the Mediterranean 
sea. 


The modem novel is responsible for many 
of these abscondings. 
Do yon think 
that 
young women would sit up half a night read- 
ingnovelsin which the hero and heroine get 
acquainted in the usual way, and carry on 
their increased friendliness until with the con- 
sent of parents the day of marriage is ap- 
pointed, and amid the surrounding group of 
kindred the vows are taken? O no! There 
must be flight and pursuit, and narrow escape 
and drawn dagger, all ending in sunshine and 
parental forgiveness and bliss unalloyed and 
gorgeous. 
In many of the cases of escapade 
the idea was implanted in the hot brain of the 
woman bv a cheap novel, 10 cents' worth of un- 
adulterated perdition. 


These evasions of the ordinary modes of 
marriage are to be deplored for the reason thai 
nearly all of them are proposed by bad men. 
If the man behave well he has a character to 
which he can refer, and he can say: "If you 
want to mquire about me there is a list ol 
names of people in the town or neighborhood 
where I ¿ve." No; the heroes of escapades 
are nearly all bigamists or libertines, or drunk- 
ards, or defrauders, or first-class scoundrele 
of some sort. 
They have no character to lose. 
Tliey may be dressed in the height of fashion, 
may be cologned and pomatumed and padded 
and diamond-ringed and 
fiamboyant-cravatteil 
until they bewit<.'h the eye and intoxicate the 
olfactories, but they are double-distilled ex- 
tracts of villainy, moral dirt, and blasphemy. 
Beware of them. 
"Stolon waters are sweet, 
and bread eaten in secret is pleasant 
But he 
knoweth not that the dead are there." 


Fugitive marriage is to be deplored because 
it almost always implies woman's descent from 
a higher social plane to a lower. If the man 
was not of a higher plane, or the marriage on 
an equality, there would be no objections, and 
hence no inducement to clandestinity. 
In al- 
most all cases it means the lov/erlng of woman- 
hood. 
Observe 
this 
law: A man 
marrying 
a 
woman 
beneath 
him in 
society may raise her to any eminence 
that he himself may 
reach; 
but if a 
woman marr}- a man beneath her in society 
she always goes down to his leveL 
That is a 
law inexorable, and there are no exceptions. 
Is any woman so high u p that she can afford 
to plot for her own debasement? 
There is not 
a State in the American Union that has not for 
the last twenty years furnished an instance of 
the sudden departure of some intelligent wo- 
man from an affluent home to spend her life 
with someone who can make $3 a day provided 
he keeps very busy. 
Well, many a man has 
lived on 
a day and been happy, but he un- 
dertakes a big contract when with $3 a day ho 
attempts to support someone who has lived in a 
home that cost $20,000 per annum. 
This has 
been about the history of most of such con- 
junctions of simplicity and extravagance, the 
marriage of ox and eagle. The first year they 
get on tolerably weU, for it is odd and romantic, 
and assisted by applause of people who ad- 
mire outlawry. 
The second year the couple 
settle down into complete dislike for each 
other. 
The third year they separate and seek 
for divorce, or, as is more probable, the man 
becomes a drunkard and the woman a black- 
ened waif of the street 
"Stolen waters are 
sweet, and bread eaten in secret is pleasant 
But he knoweth not that the dead are there." 


Tliese truant marriages are also to bo de- 
plored because in most instances they are ex- 
ecuted in defiance of parental wisdom and 
Idndness. 
Most parents are anxious for the 
l>eBt welfare of a child. If they make vehe- 
ment and determined opposition it is largely 
because it is a match unfit to be made, and 
they can see for their daughter nothing but 
wretchedness in that direction. 
They have 
keener and wiser appreciation, for instance, of 
the certain domestic demolition that comes from 
alcoholism in a young man. They 
realize 
what an idiot a woman is who marries a man 
who has not brains or industry enough to earn 
a Uvelihood for a family. No bureau of sta- 
tistics can tell ua the number of women who, 
after marriage, have to support themselves and 
their hnsbands. If the husband becomes an 
invalid, it is a beautiful thing to see a wife un- 
complainingly, by needle or pen or yard-stick 
or washing-machine, support the home. But 
these great, lazy mascuiine louts that stand 
around with their hands in their pockets, al- 
lowing tlie wife with her weak arm to fight 
the battle of bread, need to be regurgitated 
from society. 
There are innumerable in- 
stances in these cities where tlie wife pays the 
rent, meets all Uie family expenses, and f u r - 
nishes the tobacco and the l ^ r for the lord of 
the household. 
No wonder parents put on all 
the brakes to stop such a train of disaster. 
They have too often seen Uie gold ring put on 
the finger at the altar turning out to be the 
iron link of a chain of domestic servitude. 
What a farce it is for a man who cannot sup- 
poi-t himaMi^ and not worth a cent in the world, 
to take a ring which he purchased by money 
stolen from his grandmother's cupboard, and 
put it on the finger of the bride, saying: 
"With this ring I thee wed, and with all my 
worldly goods I thee endow." 


It is amazing to see how some women will 
marrj' men, knowing nothing about them. No 
merchant or merohantess would sell 9100 
worth of goods on credit without 
knowing 
wliether the customer was worthy of being 
trusted 
No man or woman would buy a house 
with incumbrances of mortgages, and liens, 
and jndipineata against it uncanceled, and yet 
there is! not an homr of the day or night for the 
last ton yeaia tbere have not been women by 
liasty marriage , inatmsting 
ttieir 
earthly 
happiness to men about whose honesty they 
know, nofhing^ or who are inemnbeir^ with 
.iieniy and J u d ^ a n K »nd fint m o T % i i ^ and 
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habits. 
Ko wonder that in sneh oiranmatanoea 
parents in conjugating the verb in qnec;tion 
pass from the subjunctive mood to the indi- 
cative, and from the indicative to the impera- 
tive. In nearly all the'cases of eacapade that 
you will hear of the rest of your lives, there will 
be a heuliongleap over the barriers of parental 
common 
sense and forethought 
"Stolen 
waters are sweety and bread eaten in secret is

We also deplore these frau dulent espousals 
and this sneaking exchange of single life for 
married life because it is deception, and that is 
a corroding and damning vice. You must 
deceive your kindred, yon must deceive society, 
you nmst deceive all but God, and Him you 
cannot deceive. 
Deception does not injure 
others so much as it injures ourselves. Mar- 
riage is too important a crisi.'j in one's life to . 
be decided by sleight of hand or a sort of 
jugglery which says: 
"Presto, change! Now 
you see her, and now you don't" 
Better wait 
for years for circumstances tt) improve. 
Time 
may remove all obstacles. 
The candidate for j 
marital preferences may change his habits, or j 
get into some trade or business that wiU sup- j 
port a home, or the inexorable father and 
mother may be promoted to celestial citizen- 
ship. At the right time have the day ap- 
pointed 
Stand at the end of the best room in 
the house with joined hands and the minister 
of religion before you to challenge the world 
that "if they know of any reason why these 
two persons shall not be united they state it 
now, or forever hold their peace," and then 
start out with the good wishes of all the neigh- 
bors and the halo of the divine sanction. 
When you oan go out of harbor at noon with 
all flags flying, do not try to n m a blockade at 
midnight 


In view of all this I charge you to break u p 
clandestine correspondence, if you are engaged 
in it, and have no more clandestine meetings 
either at the ferry, or on the street, or at the 
house of mutual friends, or at the comer of 
he woods. 
Do not have letters come for you 
1!i the postofiice under an assumed 
addresa 
Have no correspondence that makes you un- 
easy lest some one by mistake open your let- 
ters. 
Do not employ terms of endearment at 
the beginning and close of letters unless you 
have'a right to use them. 
That young lady is 
on the edge of danger who dares not allow her 
mother to see her letters. 


If you have sensible parents take them into 
your confidence in all the affairs of the heart 
They will give you more advice in one hour 
than you can get from all the world beside in 
five years. 
They have toiled for you so long 
and prayed for you so much they have your 
best interests at heai-t 
At the same time let 
parents review their opposition to a proposed 
marital alliance, and see if their opposition is 
founded on a genuine wish for the child's wel- 
fare or on some whim or notion or prejudice or 
selfishness, fighting a natural law and trying 
to make Niagara run up stream. Mr. Pitt, the 
Prime Minister of England, was always saying 
wise things. One day Sir Walter 
Farquhar 
called on him in great perturbation. 
Mr. Pitt 
inquired what was the matter, and Sir Walter 
told him that his daughter was about to be 
marrie 1 to one not worthy of her rank. Mr. 
Pitt said: "Is the young man of respectable 
family?" 
"Yes." 
"Is he 
respectable in 
himselfV" "Yes." 
"Has he an estimable 
character?" 
"Yes." 
then, my dear Sir 


Walter, make no opposition. " The advice was 
taken, and a happy married life ensued. Let 
ministers and ollicers of the law decline offi- 
ciating at clandestine marriages. 
When they 
are asked to date a marriage certificate back, as 
we all are asked, let them peremptorily decline 
to say that the ceremony was in November in- 
stead of January, or decline to leave the date 
blank lest others fill out the record erroneously. 
Liet a law be passed in all our States, as it has 
already been in some of the States, making a 
license from the officers of the law necessary 
before we can unite couples, and then make it 
necessary to publish beforehand in the news-» 
papers, as it used to be published in the New 
England churches, so that if there be lawful 
objection it may be presented, not swinging the 
buoy on the rocks after the ship has struck and 
gone to pieces. 
And here it might be well for 
me to take aU the romance out of an escapade 
by quoting a dozen lines of Robert Pollock, the 
great Scotch poet, where he describes the 
crazied.victim of one of these escapades: 


Yet had she many days 
Of sorrow in the world, but never wei)t. 
She lived on alms, and carried in her hand 
Home -w-ithered stalks she gathered in the spring. 
When they asked the caiiae. she smiled and said 
They were her sister.s, and would come and watch 
Her grave when she was dead. She never spoke 
Of her deceiver, father, mother, home. 
Or ciiild. or heaven, or hell, or God, but still 
in lonely places walked, and ever gazed 
Upon the withered stalUs and talked to them ; 
Till wasted to the shadow of her youth, 
Wit^i woe too wide to see beyond, she died. 


But now I turn on this subiect an intenser 
light 
We have 1,500 lights ia this church, 
and when by elecWc touch they are kindled in 
the evening service it is almost startling. B u t 
this whole subject of "clandestine marriages 
and escapades" I put imder a more intense 
hght than that 
The headlight of a locomotive 
is terrible if you stand near enough to catch 
fche full glare of i t As it sweeps around the 
"horseshoe curve" of the Alleghenies, or along 
the edge of the Sierra Nevadas, how far ahead 
and how deep down an i how high u p it flashes, 
and there is an instantaneous revelation of 
mountain peak and wild beasts hieing them- 
âelvee to their caverns, and cascades a thou- 
sand feet tall clinging in white terror to the 
precipices. 
But more intense, more far-reach- 
ing, is the headlight of an 'advancing judgment 
flay, under which all the most hidden affairs of 
life shall come to discovery and arraignment 
I quote an overwhelming passage of scripture 
in which I put the whole emphasis on the word 
"secret:" "God shall bring every work into 
judgment, with every secret thing, whether it 
be good or evil" 


What a time that will be in which thé cover 
shall be lifted from every home and from 
every heart 
The iniquity may have been so 
sly that it escaped all human detection, but it 
will be as well known on that day as the crimes 
of Sodom and Gomarrah, unless for Christ's 
sake it has been forgiven. All tlie fingers of 
universal condemnation will be pointed at i t 
'J he archangel of wrath will stand there ^ h 
uplifted thunderbolt ready to strike i t The 
squeamishn^s and pi-udery of earthly society, 
wliich hardly allowed some sins to be men- 
tioned on earth, are past, and the man who 
was unclean and the woman who was impure

Velvet is very much used this winter 
in combination -with airy gauzes, tulles, 
and other transparent tissues. 
Gauze 
bodices have velvet facings tuijied back 
to form a bertha. 
Similar facings are 
added to the short sleeves, and tiny 
bows of velvet to correspond are set 
here and there butterfly fashion, among 
the cloud-like drapings of the skirt. 


A new winter head-covering 
called 
the "Bois de Boulogne" riding-hood is 
added to these pretty and most comfort- 
able of protectors now in fashion. The 
latest novelty is made of golden-brown 
satin, the rounding head portion cov- 
ered with a network of golden-brown 
beads. 
The hood is lined with gray 
plush and edged with veiy narrow 
bands of golden-brown beaver. 
Just 
in front, above the fur trimming, are 
sejfc three full pompons powdered with 
bronze-dust. 
The little hood is very 
becoming of itself, and the glittering 
orowTi and face ti-immings render it 
doubly so. 


BONNETS. 


A i>retty little opera bonnet 
direct 
from Paris has a rounding crown of 
cream-white velvet and a coronet brim- 
faced with pale-blue velvet 
overlaid 
with a delicate network of pearls. 
Strings of any sort are omitted, and a 
cluster of small but full ostrich tips in 
cream-white are mingled 
above the 
coronet with a number of pert-looking 
blue-velvet bows and two fragile aigrets 
made of crystal stems, with pearl and 
opal pendants. 


A stylish ])ounet in close cottage 
shape has the oddly-pointed crown cov- 
ered with cream-colored velvet. 
Kich 
folds of Vandyke-brown velvet cover 
the edge of the bonnet, these curving 
in and out in a very unique fashion. 
In front are full loops of the velvet 
intermixed with long, slender, 
curling 
velvet leave.s, shading from golden 
bro^Ti to pale cream color. 
A hand- 
some cut-steel ornament is set at one 
fidde. Strings of narrow velvet ribbon tie 
under the chin, and beneath the very 
diminutive brim is a tiny pleating of 
beige lace. 


COIPFUBE. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the 
coiflFure dressed very high is the lead- 
ing style in hair dressing, the low Gre- 
cian coil is not by any mt ans discarded. 
The latter mode of arranging the hair 
is followed without change season after 
season by sensible women who are sat- 
isfied that the hig-h coiflure is not be- 
coming. 
Thev therefore pay no atten- 
tion to the fashionable mutations in hair 
dressing, 
and save 
themselves any 
thought or wori'y in the matter. 


For those to whom the most stately 
style or coifFui-e is found most becom- 
ing, there are now a number of pretty 
and graceful modes of arranging the 
tresses.

Sleeves are omitted, and a fall of very 
rich lace is cascaded around the arm 
size and caught up on the shoulder with 
aa Irish diamond clasp, a knot of satin 
ribbon, a feather tuft, a sjiray of bright 
flowers, or a tiny bird. 
The front and 
l)ack of the velvet bodice are cut away 
in a V-shape or a decided square, while 
beneath is laid a guimpe of soft creamy 
tulle, laid in folds, or a single length of 
lace matching the sleeve garniture.

For home toilets for middle aged 
ladies are shown some very serviceable 
and ladylike gowns made of softly-drap- 
ing cashmeres, both of French and 
TJrmritzer make, limousines and vig- 
ognes in nun's gray, dark Bussian green, 
garnet, plum-color, invisible blue, and 
black. 
Some of these dresses are made 
in close princess style, with collar and 
cuffs of velvet, a darker shade and a 
narrow pleating of the goods bordering 
the edge of the skirt. 
The bodice por- 
tion is cut in tailor-fashion and fits very 
trimly. 
From the side-seams start rib- 
bons, which are brought forward and 
tied in very long loops and ends, which 
fall over the skirt-front. 
More elabor- 
ate models are made in Watteau style, 
one in black being trimmed down each 
side of the front and around the entire 
skirt with bands of black feather trim- 
ming.

For more dressy use a velvet under- 
skirt may be substituted for the cloth 
one, but even in this case many ladies 
prefer the suit alike throughout, and to 
be in great fashion should be tailor- 
made to insure faultlesness in fit and 
finish. 
The lady-like and elegant cost- 
umes which have reached us from Paris 
show much less severity in style than 
formerly, with wide panels bordered 
aroimd withirich heavy ai>pliques closely 
resembling elaborate embroideries, and 
tuidc and waistcoat in Hiouis XTV, style 
trimmed to corresjiond. 
Kiltings and 
deep fan plaits are oddly intermingled 
on skirts of other suits with long ample 
drapings arranged above on other cos- 
tumes with bodice arranged to match. 
A styUsh suit of Norw^egian gray Otto- 
man cloth is one attractive model, the 
skirt, tunic, vest, and jacket being cov- 
ered -with an effective 
embroidery 
wrought with satin lustre tubular braid 
two shades darker than the fabric itself. 
En suite is an English coat of the same 
goods also embroidered and edged with 
bands of silver-fox fur, and a small 
princesse bonnet of 
the gray cloth 
worked upon the crown with plomb 
beads, and bordered upon its brim with 
a narrow line of the silver fur.

The round, low-necked bodice, with 
its short, plain epaidette-like sleeve, 
which has been seen for the past two 
winters, is about as ugly and common- 
place a mode as stupidity could invent, 
and owes its continued existence only 
to the obstinate adherence to traditions 
of Queen Victoria.

Doubtless you have all heard some of 
the so-called elocutionists go through 
with their readings or recitations, and, 
perhaps you have been more or less at- 
tracted by their thimder tones and as- 
tonishing 
gestures, and have wished 
that you might go and do likewise. 


Don't do it imless you feel within you 
an tmmistakable call to pursue the art 
as an art for its own pleasant and un- 
selfish rewards. 
Heal elocution, not 
the .sham performances that are some- 
times called so, is a fine art, the same 
as music, jjainting, sculpture, and the 
people who have the talent to become 
elocutionary artists are as rare as dia- 
monds among pebbles. 
Real elocution- 
ists never imitate anybody else; they 
just develop their own talents and make 
the most of themselves. • But poor elo- 
cutionists, and there are thousands of 
them, are always trying to use the same 
tones and gestures, and, in fact, do ev- 
erything just as somebody else does; 
and the result is that as soon as they 
have learned a few pieces by note they 
get up before an audience, either in 
public or among their friends, and rant 
and tear, and howl, and swing their 
arms wildly about, without the slightest 
approach to naturalness 
or artistic 
taste and feeling. 
Such exhibitions as 
that are very offensive to people of good 
taste. 
Besides that, it seems to turn 
nice, sweet, modest girls—^yes, and nice, 
sweet, modest boys, too—^into bold and 
unpleasant creatures who care only to 
get up before people and show how 
very affected and loud they can be. 
Sensible boys and girls shun everything 
of that kind. 


It is not in you all to make fine elo- 
cutionary artists, any more than it is to 
make painters and sculptors, but it is in 
you all to make good, plain readers, 
and this is a very nice, useful, and en- 
tertaining accomplishment. 
To be a 
good reader of ordinary literature is to 
give both pleasure and profit to your- 
self and friends. 
To do this you must 
look up the meaning of words you do not 
know, and try to utter your sentences 
clearly and connectedly; as you would 
naturally speak. 
At the same time you 
should try to cultivate clear, pleasant, 
well modxdated voices. 
So you see it is 
really a great thing to be a good, plain 
reader. 
It is a much finer accomplish- 
ment than to try to be one of the high- 
flown, imitative elocutionists, most of 
whom cannot really read common liter- 
ature well at all.
